Buffalo, N. Y., May 28 <JP>— 
Should a patient doomed to die 
of cancer be told the truth? 
This searching question was 
the subject of discussion y ester­ 
day between 150 clerg y men from 
western New York and phy si­ 
cians g athered at the Roswell 
Park Memorial Institute here. 
The conference, the first of its 
kind, was called to aid doctors 
and clerg y men to find way s of 
bring ing comfort to cancer pa­ 
tients and their families. 
Dr. Georg e E. Moore, director 
of the institute declared “pa­ 
tients should know if they have 
incurable cancer.” 
But he added that patients 
should not be told that nothing 
more could be done for them. 
Instead, he said they should be 
told that other treatm ents would 
be tried. 
Dr. James F. Holland, of the 
institute’s department of medi­ 
cine said 
the 
word 
“cancer” 
should be avoided in discussing 
thing s with the patient. 
“Cancer is 
a 
much-dreaded 
word,” 
he 
said. 
“By 
telling 
them they have cancer, the phy ­ 
sician destroy s their hope.” 
“It is possible to be relatively 
truthful about the seriousness of 
the 
disease 
without 
actually 
using the word “cancer” he con­ 
tinued. 
But 
a 
psy chiatrist, 
Dr. 
S. 
Mouchly Small of the University 
of Buffalo, said the answer de­ 
pended on the individual patient. 
“Some patients can be told 
that they have cancer and should 
be told. 
Others do not really 
want to be told, even thoug h 
they may a sk” Dr. Small said. 
The clerg y man’s principal role 
with an incurable cancer patient 
“should be to streng then his 
faith in God,” the psy chiatrist 
declared.

Pro­ 
moting the sale of breeding stock 
as the sole objective, the bulletin 


states, is in the nature of a “get- 
rich-quick ” scheme. 
Some promoters have charged 
as much as $1,000 or more for 
a pair of nutrias, falsely claim­ 
ing that the spelts raised from 
these furry rodents command as 
much as $75 each, and that the 
demand for nutria fur is un­
